The arguments presented in tine appeal brief filed 1 2/9/1 0 are enough to 
overcome the rejection of claims 10,14,18 in view of Bohner. The rejection of the claims 
noted before is withdrawn.

2. Claims 10-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there was no 
prior art found on "the rack and the piston rod are adapted to act in a parallel 
arrangement with one another on an addition member to jointly adjust the steering angle 
of the wheel".
